This quest ionnaire pertains to circular welded carbon-quality steel pipe ("circular welded pipe"). 

The United States International Trade Commission is investigating circular welded pipe under the 

provisions of Subtitles A and B of Title VII of the Tariff Act of 1930. 

In this proceeding, the Commission must determine whether there is a reasonable indication that 

an industry in the United States is materially injured or is threatened w i th material injury, or the 

establ ishment of an industry in the United States is materially retarded, by reason of imports f rom 

Oman, Pakistan, the Philippines, the United Arab Emirates, and Vietnam of circular welded pipe that 

are allegedly subsidized and sold in the United States at less than fair value. The Commission has 

posted its not ice of this proceeding (attached) on its website (www.usitc.gov) and published it in 

the Federal Register. 

The business proprietary informat ion you supply in this questionnaire or in connection therewi th 

wil l be so t reated by the Commission and wil l not be disclosed except as may be required by law. 

Your response wil l be consolidated w i th the responses of other f i rms and wi l l fo rm much of the 

statistical base for the Commission's determinat ion. The questions in the questionnaire have been 

reviewed w i th market participants to ensure that issues of concern are adequately addressed and 

that data requests are sufficient, meaningful, and as l imited as possible. 

As noted on the last page of the questionnaire, responding firms should submit their questionnaire 

responses electronically in MS Word format. The submission of questionnaire responses in the MS 

Word format allows the Commission to electronically extract data f rom questionnaires and thus, 

compile, assess, and analyze submit ted data more efficiently and prompt ly. Furthermore, the 

electronic submission of questionnaires completed in MS Word facilitates the Commission's abil ity 

to produce documents that comply w i th section 508 o f t h e Rehabilitation Act of 1973.
